Az-Zumar 39:23 Allah has sent down (revealed) the 
Best (most beautiful) Hadith (Message, Teaching, 
Statement), a Book (Quran), its parts resembling 
each other (in goodness and truth) (and) oft- 
repeated. The skins of those who fear their Lord 
shiver from it (when they recite it or hear it). Then 
their skin and their heart soften to the 
remembrance of Allah. That is the guidance of 
Allah. He Guides therewith whom He wills; and 
whomever Allah sends astray, for him there is no 
guide. 


(The word Hadith in this verse means statement, 
message, verses or ayahs of Allah. This verse is 
praising the noble Quran it’s not telling Muslims to 
not to follow teachings, Sunnah , traditions of 
prophet Muhammad pbuh which are also called 
books collections of Hadiths statements messages 
of the messenger Muhammad pbuh.) 


Al-An’am 6:38 (Quran 6:38) And there is no creature 
on [or within] the earth or bird that flies with its 
wings except [that they are] communities like you. 
We have not neglected in the Kitab( record, register, 
book, a book of record etc.) a thing. Then unto their 
Lord they will be gathered. 


(Explanation: Quranists Quran alone followers 
often misinterpret this verse due to lack of 
knowledge and lack of understanding of the Arabic 
Quran. 


We have neglected nothing in the kitab meaning the 
knowledge about all things is with Allah, and He 
never forgets any of His creatures, nor their 
sustenance, nor their affairs, whether these 
creatures live in the sea or on land. 


In another Ayah, Allah said; And no moving creature 
is there on earth but its provision is due from Allah. 
And He knows its dwelling place and its deposit (in 
the uterus, grave, etc.). Allis in a Clear Book. (11:6) 


Allah has record of their names, numbers, 
movements, and lack of movement etc. 


In another Ayah, Allah said; And so many a moving 
creature there is, that carries not its own provision! 
Allah provides for it and for you. And He is the All- 
Hearer, the All-Knower. (29:60) 


Allah knows everything. 


Quran chapter 99. Surah Al-Zalzalah 


1.When the earth is shaken with its (final) 
earthquake. 

2.And when the earth throws out its burdens, 

3.And man will say: “What is the matter with it?” 

4. That Day it will declare its information (about all 
what happened over it of good or evil). 

5.Because your Lord has inspired it. 

6. That Day mankind will proceed in scattered 
groups that they may be shown their deeds. 

7.S0 whosoever does good equal to the weight of 
an atom (or a small ant), shall see it. 

8.And whosoever does evil equal to the weight of 
an atom (or a small ant), shall see it. 


Allah is all known and Allah keeps all records with 
him.) 


So based on the above evidences people who 
reject, disbelieve in saheeh authentic hadiths they 
in reality simply disbelieve in Quran and Allah’s 
verses of Quran so they lie about Allah and his 
Quran, they deny Allah’s verses of the Quran and 
these are disbelievers(kuffar) of Islam. If any 
muslim becomes a Quranist, Quran alone follower 
he/she would become an apostate in Islam as 
someone who left Islam. If someone believe in 
saheeh authentic hadiths but does not follow does 
not practice everything from authentic hadiths, 
does not follow certain commands or prohibitions 
of the messenger from authentic hadiths in his/her 
own life this person could only be a sinner, a sinful 
Muslim but this person is nota kaffir(nota 
disbeliever of Islam) as long as he/she accepts and 
believes in authentic saheeh hadiths and does not 
deny authentic saheeh hadiths.
